“Thus, if there should be in the city 
of New Orleans a local custom or hab 
it of dealing in cotton which affected the 
price of cotton in that place, and in that 
peace only, it would seem beyond the 
power of congress to interfere. If sucn 
cyvstom dealing tended to raige the 
price of cotton there it would have no 
Other effect than to induce larger shfp- 
ments to that market; if the contrary, 
it would tend to drive cotton away: amd 
neither action could occur only from the

Nature of the Commodity. 

“Such is not the character the 
fect of dealings in futures.

“The price o® value of cotton at any 
particular place is also fixeg and regu- 
lated throughout the world at the great 
central and worlkd'controlling market, 
Liverpool, with such variations at dif- 
ferent places as come ‘from the greater 
or less cost of transporting it to or from 
that point. Any other variations from 
that price thus fixed taking place in 
any particular market would be tempo- 
rary and local, and would not affect the 
general price. So that any artificial in- 
terference which affects the general price 
of cotton necessarily interferes with in- 
terstate and foreign commerce. 

‘Something more needs be said as to 
the point of interference. 

“It is claimed by the advocates of 
these dealings—it is even insisted on by 
them, as their strongest argument 
against federal interference—that these 
dealings have proceeded to that extent, 
have so been interwoven and irterwined 
in the whole commerce in cotton, foreign 
and interstate, that their destruction 
woulg disarrange amd demoralize the 
whole system of trade. There is no de 
viation from this view among the advo- 
cates of these dealings. 

“And among other evidences of this in- 
timate intertwining and interweaving,. it 
is claimed that generally, if not almost 
universally, every sale of actual cotton. 
either to consumers or speculators, is 
eccompanied by sales—in some instances 
as many as four—of futures as indem- 
nity.

The forestry departments of the United 
States and of the state of 
are cooperating with the railroad com- 
pany in its tree-growing, forthe effort is 
regarde?d as of consikljerable educational 
value. It is hoped that railroads 
throwghout the country will take wp the 
idea and help to retimber thousands of 
acres of land which, have been stripped. 

In getting rights of way it was often 
necessary to acquire land not wholly 
needed for transportation purposes, and 
a grent deal of this land Is 
for agriculture. Fivery available acre 
Will be covered with locusts, white oak, 
chestnut and yellow. pine. On the lines 
west of Pittsburg and Erie an experiment 
with 60,000 catalpa trees is turning out 
successfully, from which it appears that 
a new source of tie supply is about to 
be opened up. 

Economies resulting from tree cultiva- 
ticn will amount to many millions of 
dollars in the course of years. On the 
basis of an average cost of 70 cents a 
tie and 25 cents for putting it into the 
track, the Pennsylvania system has to 
spend more than $5,000,000 on ties every 
year. When forestry work is well under

for the sinking of his craft, while the 
master of the Seneca puts the respon- 
sibility upon the shoulders of the 
Loring’s skipper. The crash occurred 
at the supper hour and the dining ¢a- 
loon of the Seneca was crowded. 
When through the fog the Seneca was 
Seen bearing down on the bark, there 
was no time for putting about. The col- 
lision was almost immediate. The bark 
was nearly torn in twain and the glass 
in the Seneca’s dining room was shat- 
tered. A panic among the passengers of 
the Seneca was quelled by the officers 
and crew. Life boats were immediately 
put off by the steamer. Cries of the 
wrecked men were heard through the 
fog, and the rescuers hurried to the 
Loring. The bark was making water 
rapidly. Her cargo of lumber probably 
prevented her going down with all hands 
before help could have reached her. 
The wreckage had made it impossible 
to get away her lifeboat. 


Cat Wouldn’t Desert Ship. 

Within one hour after the collision, 
the Loring was not quite submerged 
and the only sign of life on her then 
was the ship’s cat, which had sought 
a place Of safety in the rigging and 
could not be pergyaded to come down. 

Before leaving the wreck the Seneca 
placed a warning light on her, but she 
is directly in the path of coastwise 
navigation and is a dangerous derelict. 

The Loring sailed from Savannah 
Junuary 17, with a cargo of yellow pine, 
valued at $18,000, and insured. All ths 
way up the coast she was battered by 
gales,

eca were badly stove in above the 
water line and much Blass broken, but 
otherwise the vessel was uninjured.

a general depravity of principles and 
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Macready declares: “‘None of my chil- 
dren shall ever with my consent, on any 
pretence, enter the theater or have any 
visiting connection with actors or ac- 
tresses.”’ 

Dumas, the great play-writer, wrote to 
a friend: “You do not take your daugh- 
ter to see my play. You are right. Let 
me say, once for all, you must not take 
your daughter to the theater. It is not 
mainly the work thet is immoral: it is 
the place.” 

Jahn Gilbert wrote to the North Amer- 
ican Review: “I believe the present con- 
dition of the drama, both from a moral 
and artistic point of view, to be a sub- 
ject for regret. Many ofthe plays that 
have been adapted from the > French are 
open to the severest criticism on the 
ground of immorality.” ~ 

Dr. Theodore Ouyler says that a friend 
‘of his was once passing the theater with 
a prominent actor, and the actor sald to 
him: ‘“‘Behind those doors lies Sodom.”’ 

Mr. Palmer, the great theater manager, 
‘The chief themes of 
the theater are now, as they have ever 
been, the passions of men—ambition and 
jealousy, leading to murder; lust, leading 
to adultery and to death; anger, leading 
to madness.”’ 

On this point an English writer has 
recently declared that in the acting of 
Sir Henry Iring he had committed, at 
least, fifteen thousand murders on the 
stage; that Barry Sullivan had added at 
least two thousand more stage murders 
than this to his list; that Charles Wynd- 
ham had been divorced from twenty-eight 
hundred wives on the stage; that Mrs. 
Bancroft had, in the same public place, 
been foully betrayed or abducted thirty- 
two hundred times; and that Miss Ada 
Cavendish had been betrayed, deserted or 
abducted fifty-six hundred times. 

“Oh,” but somebody says, “these were 
only acted murders and acted betrayals.”’ 
But they were made so real as to carry 
the audience through the actual feelings 
and paSsions of all that was acted. Tell 
me that a man can sit still and see a 
trained actor portray murder and blood- 
shed and not have his blood get hot? 
Tell me that a man can sit stil] and see 
a woman act her betrayal fo the point 
of the sacrifice of her virtue, and not feel 
the fires of passion? You might as well 
talk to me of a volcano !n heaven. 

But is this all the testimony against 
the theater? Not yet. I must mention 
one or two more: 


Booth and Irving. 

Edwin Booth, the great American ac- 
tor, said, “I never permit my wife and 
daughter to witness a play without pre- 
viously ascertaining its character.”’ He 
knew the danger. He knew what acting 
meant, and how it affected a crowd. 

Sir Henry Irving, perhaps one of the 
cleanest actors the world ever knew, 
declared: ‘‘The playhouse is a dangerous 
and exceedingly treacherous place fo: 
men and women of weak powers. 

There is no need to quote more. Th? 
theater as an institution is of the devil. 
Tt is the enemy of all that is high and 
noble. Effort after effort has been mace 
to have a moral theater. Booth tried 17; 
Henry Irving tried it. They both failed. 
It cannot exist. There is not a moral 
theater in the world, and under existing 
circumstances there cannot be. A Chris- 
tian man or woman has no more bus- 
iness patronizing the theater than he 
has playing with the devil himself. I had 
rather see my daughter or sister dead 
and in her grave than to Know that she 
was acting in the greatest theater of 
the world. Have I got reason for this” 
I think so. I will venture that there is 
not a Christian parent in this country 
that would rejoice to see his daughter 
enter the stage. If we fee} this way 
ebout our daughters, what right hav: 
we, as Christian people, to encourage the 
daughters of other fathers and mothers 
in the same damnable career? 


The Preacher’s Place. 

Now, with all this array of testimony. 
what is the preacher's relation to the 
theater? Understand, we are not talking 
about certain plays; we are talking about 
the institution. If there are good plyas 
institution, they must share the 
responsibility of all that is bad.

Fallen men and women find the theatre 
an easy place to parade their sensa- 
tional vices. This everybody knows. 
Now and then one may have such a 
hideous record afred in the papers as 
to preclude successful engagement on 
the stage, but even such is rare. Wise 
is there among us that does not know 
the names and lives of men and women 
who, in the domestic circles and social) 
walks of life, have become. crimson, 
and at once entered the stage and made 
it a success? Oftentimes their very 
crimson stain is used as an advertise- 
ment for their work. 

What shall a preacher say—what shal] 
he do, when confronted with such an 
institution? Shall he put it on the back 
and give it his support? Or shall he 
look at its methods as a whole and 
charge it with the crime of its open 
conduct? A man himself may have 
some good traits, but he ts judged in 
society and in business, not for these 
exceptiofial traits of character that he 
possesse but for his life upon the 
whole. S@ with the theatre. It must be 
judged on the whole, not upon the 
exceptions that are only few and far 
between. 

Theaters After the Money. 

The’ theatre knows full well how to 
pander to 
munity. Its general policy is ‘‘get there’’. 
It wants the people for the money that 
it gets out of their pockets. It sizes up 
the taste of a community and offers its 
attractions accordingly. 
g00d play to-day, 
sluice of moral rot to-morrow. 

Again the argument is made that be- 
cause @& preacher does not attend 
theatres he, therefore, is precituded from 
giving testimony against it. This is an 
argument equally as fallaceous as the 
others. We might as wel] argue that 
because the editor is not President of 
the United States that therefore he is 
precluded from criticising what he does, 
and the effect of his administration 
upon the nation, or because he is not a 
member of congress he is not qualified 
to judge the effect of congress upon 
the nation; or because he has never 
had yellow fever, he is not prepared to 
instruct his peOple against the dangers 
Of that dreaded disease. 

One does not need to be an attendant 
on theatres to know the evil effects ot 
the institution. To begin with, he has 
eyes. He can see the bulletin boards 
labeled with their advertisements, and 
that, I admit, In itself is enough to 
shock the moral sensibility of any man 
or woman, who !s not depraved beyond 
redemption. Again, he is able to see 
the deadening effect upon the moral 
sensibilities by the theatre. Let him talk 
with dive keepers, police officials, and 
men and women who come in contact 
with them and he will get enough. 

It is a known fact. I repeat it and 
challenge refutation, that theatre going 
communities eventually become immoOral. 
The places around about theatres in 
New York and other large cities soon 
become dives and dens of vice. 

Besides, some of us who are preach- 
ers know from personal knowledge about 
the theater. _ I was raised, for the most 
part, a country hoy. I never sana the 
inside of a theater until I left home to 
study medicine. My first theater expe- 
rience was in Louisville, Ky... and I 
would to God it had been my last. I 
know the damnable corruption that is 
portrayed upon the stage. I do not have 
to be taught by the so-called “advanced’’ 
preachers of today. I know, personally, 
as much about it ag they do, but thank 
God, I have got a conscience keen for 
the moral welfare of others whom I am 
trying to lead.

SAND-CRACK IN HOOF. 

J. F. Crow, Jackson, Tenn.—TI have a 
horse I would be glad you would tell me 
what is the matter with, and what 
to do for it. I had him reshod aBoitt 
two weeks ago, and in a cay or two he 
was lame. I looked at his foot, bux 
eculd not see anything wrong. I took 
rim back to the smith. He looked for 
corns. but did not find anything wrong 
with the bottom of his foot. He then 
looked on the top—just at the top of his 
lL oof—on the inside of forefoot there was 
a little crack like it had been cut with a 
knife about an inch long. It was soft 
then, but has got some longer now, and 
is hard and has some fever at times. 
He is not lame in a walk—never has 
keep out dirt. Mix 2 drams of canthar- 
idex and ! ounce of lard, and rub a little 
cannot manage it. There has not been 
anv discharge from the place. The shoer 
said it had been snagged, but I thought 
not, as it was like the cut of a knife. 

Answer—I am in some Iittle doubt 
whether the “little crack’’ is in the hoof 
o1 just above the hoof. If it ig in the 
horn of the hoof it is what is called a 
sand crack. It is usually caused by brit- 
tleness of the hoof and a sudden over- 
exertion, such as a jump on hard ground. 
Poultice the foot for a few days to re- 
move any inflammation and to soften 
the hoof. Then put on a ba-shoe so 
that it will not rest on the wall between 
the crack. Take a sharp <Grawing knife 
and pare out a plece of the hoof at the 
top, separating it completely from the 
coronet about three-fourths of an inch on 
each side of the crack, down to the 
quick. Then fill this place with tar to 
keep out dirt. Mix 2 drams of canthor- 
ides and |! ounce of lard, and rut a little 
eround on the coronet (just above the 
upper edge of the hoof) every third week. 
When the pressure of the old hoof is 
removed by this cutting the new hoof 
rrows out sound, having nothing to in- 
terfere with it. Poultice occasionally at 
night if there any fever in the foot.
